Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that in the proposed amendment the scope of 
claims is limited to the embodiment shown in fig 6, 7. Applicant acknowledged that the other embodiments, i.e. 
compressing the foam, is met by the prior art. However, the channel configuration which is present prior to the 
movement of the control is not met by the prior art. Examiner stated that Hildebrandt does show a gap which could 
receive a kill bar. The Applicant stated that in comparison to ref 14 which is about 1/8 inch, the gap is shown to be less 
than that, about 1/16 inch. Therefore, the Applicant will propose a new claim reciting 0.25 inch gap. Examiner will 
conduct further search and examination in view of the proposed amendment. 
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
